Hunter’* Ggaref+e 

Starts 4200 Acre Rre 

A hunter’s cigarette started 
hwit week’s destructive brush 
fire that swept 4,215 acres in the 
Angelus National Forest and ad¬ 
joining territory around Castiac, 
Forest Service officials at the 
Arcadia warehouse reported this 
wee*, in describing the part avia¬ 
tion played in bringing the flames 
under control. 

Using a helicopter for scout¬ 
ing and mapping the fire area, 
and cargo planes for supplying 
the fire lines, the U. S. Forest 
Service was able to bring the 
fire under control In less than 
three days with a force of 340 
men. ’This was a smaller force! 
than is generally used for a fire I 
of such size and scope. ’They i 
attribute this to the aircraft, [ 
which were furnished by the i 
Army Air Search and Rescue 
Unit at March Field. 

Delivering fire fighting equip¬ 
ment and supplies by plane made 
possible the rushing In of men 
with minimum equipment, and 
parachuting equipment, food and 
supplies directly to them. This 
greatly speeded the initial steps 
so Important in bringing a fire 
under control. 

More than four tons of sup¬ 
plies, including drinking water, 
hay and grain for pack animals.

The Irish Yew, which is char¬ 
acterized by a slender upright 
growth, is believed to have ori-1 
ginated as a mutation from the 
English specie.s. As far aa Is ^ 
known, all specimens of the Ir¬ 
ish Yew have been propagated 
directly or indirectly from four 
of the trees growing on an es¬ 
tate in Ireland. One of the four 
original trees, approximately 500 
years old, was transplanted a few 
vear.s ago to the Bishop's Garden 
of the National Cathedral. Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. 

Yews are prized for the archi¬ 
tectural effect which they give 
to a garden, their resistance to 
disease and ease of maintenance, 
according to Wright. Being a 
slow growing tree, they require 
verv little clipping, a considerable 
maintenance Item In the gardens 
of Institutions and large e-states. 

Tlie local yew grower propa¬ 
gates the trees entirely from cut¬ 
tings, since the seeds require two 
years to germinate. Even the cut¬ 
tings will not take root in leas 
than a year, so that patience is 
an Imnortant requisite for their 
growth.
